UNFORGOTTEN PIONEERS 


Today's St. George club blossomed forth 
from a tiny, almost casually planted seed. It 
all started in the early months of 1950 when 
a fairly large number of Hungarian migrants 
began arriving from war-torn Europe. Almost 
all of them went through the Bathurst or 
Bonegilla migrant camps; almost the first 
hour after their arrival they began kicking 
around a soccer ball. 


It was inevitable, really, that once these 
young men began drifting down to Sydney, 
they get together again to play soccer. And 
the next step followed automatically: a team 
was formed, largely through the initiative of 
Arpad Tuson. 


As the 1950 NSW season was already 
under way, Ferencvaros — the name 
adopted for this casually assembled little 
club — was forced to play only friendly 
games. But by 1951, they entered their team 
in the NSW Metropolitan League. One year 
later the team was promoted to the Second 
Division where, under pressure, they had to 
change their name to the “unethnic” Europa 
FC. 


In the years that followed, Europa fielded 
some extremely accomplished and talented 
players. Perhaps the best known was Joe 
Vlasits, a former star of Nemzeti in the 
Hungarian first division — and later a promi- 
nent coach in Sydney. Imre Demenyi — who, 
like Vlasits, was by then well over 30 — had 
an international career behind him, having 
represented Rumania many times and also 
having starred for a leading Hungarian club, 
Nagyvarad, in the 1942-44 period. Ferenc 
Kern had experience with another Hungarian 
first. division club, Gamma while Tuson 
played a few seasons with the famous 
Budapest club, Ferencvaros. 


By 1955 and 1956, a deep dissatisfaction 
set in among many migrant-run clubs 
towards the soccer establishment of NSW. 
The main cause of this discontentment was 
the NSW Association’s stubborn attitude 
towards promotion: no matter how well 
some of these clubs — Sydney Austral, 
Prague, Hakoah and Europa — might have 
been doing on the playing fields, they could 
not win their way to the top divisions. 


Eventually, early 1957, a “revolution” broke 
out against this soccer dictatorship — and 
Europa was among the rebels. The NSW Soc- 
cer Federation was formed under the

presidency of Andy Burton, inviting clubs to 
nominate for a new competition. 


Europa did just that — under a new name: 
Budapest Soccer Club and gained admission 
to the second division, from where they won 
promotion at the end of the 1958 season. 


The prime movers within the new club 
were the Bordacs brothers, Les and Zsig- 
mond who, in 1957, were duly elected 
secretary and president. Others who were at 
the helm in those pioneer days included Ar- 
pad Tuson, Zoltan Sido and Marcel Nagy. 


The presidents in the early 1950s included 
Dr. L. Megay, F. Pataky, Z. Sido and Dr. G. 
Kovacs while the secretary for most of those 
years was Arpad Tuson. The best year of 
Europa was in 1955 when they finished se- 
cond in the Southern League, Division B. In 
the play off against the top teams of Division 
A, Europa won its quarterfinal match against 
St. Peters 6-1, then lost in the semifinal to 
Sydney Austral 7-3.

THIS MAN 
PONGRASS ... 


A hard-headed realist and a hopeless 
dreamer; a super conservative businessman 
and a daring revolutionary. All these ap- 
parent contradictions — and many more — 
characterise St. George club president Alex 
Pongrass, the man whose relentless drive 
and restless mind have shaped the destiny of 
this club. 


| well remember first meeting him, on his 
election as president late 1959 or early 1960. 
Within 10 minutes we had our first argu- 
ment: Alex was telling everybody — 
secretary, coach, journalist — how to do their 
chores. He wasn’t mincing his words then 
and he’s not mincing them how: he’s always 
been shooting from the hip. And not 
everybody can take this sort of crossfire. 


Within a year or two of taking over as 
president, he began talking about some 
grandiose projects the others couldn’t even 
visualise. A clubhouse with modern facilities; 
a training ground: one day a stadium. Oh 
yes, people nodded and then murmured 
quietly: he’s drunk or mad. 

Now the Saints have a clubhouse, a 
stadium and three training grounds all, 
without the slightest doubt, the result of Alex 
Pongrass’ vision and energy. He argued, ca- 
joled, begged, screamed, planned and prod- 
ded his club towards these achievements 
which other clubs, with infinitely larger 
memberships and more resources, couldn't 
match. 


He started out in Sydney in 1950, together 
with his brother, George, in engineering; 
they had two employees and the wives were 
working as well. In 30 years Alex — with 
brother George — built all this into an in- 
dustrial empire which includes manufactur- 
ing, precision engineering and mining. 

In recent years he has slowed down a bit, 
to no more than 10 hours a day plus his club 
involvement and an active role in Rotary. He 
squeezes an occasional skiing trip in bet- 
ween, down to Thredbo, or a lightning visit 
to his farm, at Bowral, maybe a visit to one of 
his sons in California. Whatever he does is 
done with the same bustling energy, in the 
same hurry which have been his trademarks 
for years: time is not there to be wasted. 


He is immensely proud of the fact that 
under his presidency the Saints have created 
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St. George president Alex Pongrass 


What is believed to be the largest and best 
equipped Hungarian (or semi-Hungarian) 
club anywhere in the world, outside 
Hungary. At the same time, he makes no 
secret of his disappointment that second 
generation Hungarians — his children and 
mine — grandly ignore the club. He often 
wonders what the future holds for St. 
George-Budapest or at least the second part 
oi that telescoped name. 


But Alex, as | said, is a realist: he knows that 
the club will have to cater for a 
predominantly “native” Australian clientele 
in the future — and not too distant future, 
either. Today’s “old Hungarians” will vanish; 
he wants to make sure that the club will con- 
tinue and in good hands, at that. In hands 
which will always care for soccer, under 
whatever name and banner. 


In the past he served on the NSW Executive 
and was the first chairman of the Philips 
League but these were shortlived excursions: 
he is basically a one-club man where his 
ideas are less likely to get bogged down than 
in the vaster spectrum of the outside world. 


When he took over the presidency, the 
club — then Budapest — was struggling with 
daily worries about pennys and shillings; to- 
day he is the undisputed overlord of a club 
empire even if he shares the power with 
people closest to him. He is good at 
delegating authority: he relies on experts 
especially in matters of soccer where he has 
a healthier respect for manager Frank Arok 
than anybody else. 

“| couldn't do everything on my own 
anyway so | let Frank run the team,” he once 
quipped with his dry humor and a dash of 
self-sarcasm. 

Maybe he could, but just hasn't tried it.

THE “OLD” 


FAITHFUL 


It is a simple of matter of courtesy to sub- 
mit all copies for a check to a club which 
commissions such “biographies” as this one. 
And I've done just that — with the exception 
of this piece. | was apprehensive that Les 
Bordacs would remove it or at least censor 
it. 


If | say that I’ve known Les for over 30 years 
it sort of ages both of us. But it’s true. We 
both had more hair those days; Les was 
more of a bouncing figure on soccer grounds 
and tennis courts than nowadays. 


We were both on the committee of the 
club Ferencvaros, later Europa from which 
St. George (then Budapest) was spawned in 
1957. And there, on the surface anyway, our 
ways parted: | concentrated on writing while 
Les began his long, uninterrupted love affair 
with the Saints or rather, those days, with 
Budapest Football Club. 


And that affair has lasted to this very day. 
He has served this club as secretary, presi- 
dent, and later as director and social club 
vice president with a remarkably undiminish- 
ed devotion. 


In the “old days,” when the pennies and 
the shillings had to be hauled in to keep the 
team going, he, together with several others, 
was an avid passer-of-the-hat around 
meeting halls and at grounds. More than 25 
years later, the same man was crawling on 
all fours to help plant the lawn at the new St. 
George Stadium. And, in between, | guess he 
has done just about every job, has coped 
with every type of chore that could possibly 
crop up in a sports club. 


This often sounds a hollow cliche — but in 
his case it’s true: there would be no St. 
George today without Les Bordacs. In the in- 
itial, almost impossibly difficult years he was 
the force binding together the other en- 
thusiasts; later, during the years of progress 
and consolidation, he was the spirit of 
moderation within the club. 


Today Alex Pongrass is rightly regarded as 
the man who elevated the Saints to their 
high pedestal and with his business acumen, 
provided the clubhouse which is the solid 
financial foundation. 


Together with Pongrass, Steven Koenig was

the “architect” and driving force behind the 
Stadium project. And there were numerous 
others who played a big part in the club’s 25 
years history. 


But none of them would have been able to 
do their bit but for the initial enterprise and 
steady, continuous influence of Les over the 
years. 


In 1969, the Australian Soccer Federation 
also recognised his administrative talents 
when they appointed him co-manager of the 
national team which went on a World Cup 
mission to Korea, Mozambique and Israel. 
And there, Les Bordacs did exactly the same 
reliable, conscientious job as with his club. 


In the 1970s he served on the NSW Ex- 
ecutive and in the 1975-76 period played a 
leading role in the establishment of the 
Philips League. 


Ah yes, a few critics would say, but Les Bor- 
dacs made some mistakes, too. For example 
when ... or the way ... and also... 


That he might have. It would have taken a 
genuine saint not to commit any errors dur- 
ing some 30 years of constant involvement 
and decision-making, which makes him the 
longest serving one-club soccer official in 
NSW. 


When, during the anniversary celebrations, 
you bump into him somewhere in the club 
or at the ground, give him-a silent hand- 
shake. 


This is the least he has earned.

A RECURRING 
LEGEND... 


It was in 1960 or perhaps 1961 that some 
copies of a Hungarian daily newspaper, 
published for the Hungarian ethnic minority 
in the Yugoslav city of Novi Sad, got into my 
hands. | paid little attention to it, despite its 
neat appearance and excellent sports 
coverage. 

About the same time, however, St. George 
were “running out” of Hungarian players; the 
post-Revolution (1956) crop was thinning out 
fast. Quite a few times discussion in the club 
touched on the question of securing one or 
two “good Hungarian” players for the team. 
But where? 

The Hungarian authorities would not even 
consider the matter and the few top players 
who managed to sneak out of Hungary were 
in big demand by West European clubs. 


So why not a “Hungarian” player from nor- 
thern Yugoslavia, the large Vojvodina (Va- 
jdasag) region where a large number of 
these minorities live? 


| wrote to one of the reporters in the 
newspaper whose name looked Hungarian 
— Frank Arok. Yes, he wrote back, he would 
try to help — and within six months St. 
George gained Petar Banicevic, soon follow- 
ed by Mladen Krgin. Neither of them was a 
Hungarian through both spoke the language 
acceptably. 


This was the start of the club’s contact with 
Arok. | kept up correspondence with him for 
some years and, in 1966, during the World 
Cup in England, finally met him, too, 
together with Les Bordacs. 


There, in London, we found out that Arok 
was no mere reporter — he was a highly ac- 
complished and articulate coach, too. 


Then came 1968 — the first truly “dark 
year” for the Saints after which the club 
decided to appoint the best coach available. 
And after a few weeks of negotiations by 
correspondence, Arok agreed to come to 
Sydney for two years. 


The rest is fairly well known. In 1969 he 
lifted the team from near the bottom to se- 
cond place and kept them there in 1970, 
too. In 1972, when he returned to Sydney 
after a year’s absence in Yugoslavia, he won 
just about everything with the team: the Am- 
pol Cup, the premiership and the Grand 
Final, too.

In fact, in the 1969-1970 period he built 
what was undoubtedly the best St. George 
team of all times, a side that kept going 
through sheer momentum for a number of 
years after Arok’s return home once again. 


The out-of-sight-out-of mind adage certain- 
ly didn’t apply to Frank Arok; throughout the 
1970s, while he was back in his native Novi 
Sad coaching and writing about the game, 
the club never lost contact with him. 


Scores of officials and even supporters 
visiting Europe went on a pilgrimage to him; 
with the passing of the years the Arok- 
legend merely grew. 


It was hardly surprising that at the end of 
he 1980 season, with the Saints hitting yet 
another horror patch, the club once again 
persuaded Arok to come to the rescue. It 
was too late for him to save the team from 
relegation from the PSL — but in 1987 the 
Arok magic worked once again: the shat- 
tered, demoralised team finished second in 
the NSW premiership — with a single defeat 
— and then went on to win the Grand Final 
and gain re-admission to the Philips League. 


Those who know him well — whether they 
like him personally or not — cannot help but 
admire his brilliant soccer brain, his enor- 
mous knowledge and his total devotion to 
his profession. He is one of those rareties 
among coaches who not only have a deep 
theoretical knowledge of the game but can 
apply it to individual players or teams. In this 
regard, he reminds one of those great 
coaches of Western Europe, the Rinus 
Michels, Udo Latteks, Hannes Weiswweilers or 
his close friend in Yugoslavia, Miljan Miljanic, 
the true intellectual aristocrats of this difficult 
protession. 

Soccer could do with more of his kind — 
but the Saints would be happy just to hang 
on to the one they have ..

In 1975, having quit the 
building trade, Joe resigned as director and 
became fulltime assistant manager, with 
special responsibility for the club’s entertain- 
ment programs. With an obvious natural 
talent for showbiz, Joe gradually developed 
the club’s current policy of “theme nights” — 
irish Month, the Bushband Series, Oc- 
toberfest, Hungarian gypsy bands, etc. — 
rather than the old fare of club circuit enter- 
tainers. Joe is married, has two sons, Peter 
and Gabor.

Bruce Canning 


Until he joined some 10 years ago as a 
cellarman, Bruce never even tasted wine in 
his life; he is now a connoisseur in charge of 
all the club’s bars and stock. He was always 
interested in “drinks” — once he'worked on a 
dairy farm with milk cows. At any given time 
he holds 5,000 bottles of wine in the cellar, 
representing some 40 labels, including 
Hungarian imports, and keeps a watchful eye 
on the lines that don’t sell well, removing 
them from his order list. A confirmed beer 
drinker until 10 years ago, Bruce now actual- 
ly prefers wine with his meals. His initiation 
to soccer came only after he joined the club 
and his regret is that he cannot attend mat- 
ches often as he works on Sundays. He is 
married, but has no children.

Few people realise that St. George have 
made several significant contributions to 


Australian soccer through a variety of in- 
novations. 


It was St. George who, in 1969, first engag- 
ed a full-time coach-manager in Frank Arok. 
Then, in turn, it was Arok who was the first in 
Australia to introduce regular four training 
sessions per week — when the customary 
norm was two or three. 


The Saints were the first club in Sydney to 
have their own training ground, at Carrs 
Park. 


St. George were the first to bring to 
Australia accomplished South American 
players (in 1962 and 1963), something which 
has become quite a fashion in later years. 


And it was again St. George who were the 
first to bring out to Australia a former British 
star player as guest, in Francis Lee, the Man- 
chester City and England international. 


To this day St. George remain the only 
Australian team — club or international — to 
play a series of matches in Japan. 


And, fittingly enough, St. George is the 
only club in Australia to have published 
three anniversary books during its 25 years. 
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CLUB ON HISTORIC SITE 
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One of the central points of the club is the comfortable lounge in the “Goal Post Bar” 


A woman's job is never done, they say. 
(Especially women. . .) 


Much the same way, a club is never “com- 
pleted.” If it’s not extensions, then it’s altera- 
tions or renovations that are planned or car- 
ried out at irregular though frequent inter- 
vals. 


“Soccer House,” the Saints’ club since 1967, 
now has firm plans to expand. They have 
bought an adjoining house (uphill) which will 
be demolished in order to build a new en- 
trance to the auditorium, without the need 
to go through the lounge. Estimated time of 
completion: some time in 1982, perhaps ear- 
ly 1983 — depending on finance being 
available. . . 


“Soccer House” — unlike many other clubs 
in Sydney — is doing well and performing its 
main function: supporting soccer. The pre- 
sent membership is 3200 and profits would 
be pleasing for any enterprise — but for the 
heavy expanditure on soccer. But, as they 
say, that’s what the club was created for. 


The history of the club’s site and origin 
make fascinating reading — thanks to a local 
historian, T. Thomlinson. According to his 
research, before 1834 entry into what is now 
the St. George district, was through Canter- 
bury road, around the headwaters of Cooks 
River and Wolli Creek. 


Surveyor-General Mitchell surveyed a new 
route to the Illawarra District starting at 
Cooks River dam and following the ridge in- 
to the forest, later known as Gannon’s 
Forest, and via, first Mitchell’s Line of Road, 
then Illawarra Road and today’s Wollongong 
Road, running to the Georges River Punt at 
Lugarno. 


This road and others, especially that of 
Rocky Point, and later that of Kogarah Road, 
opened up large tracts of land, mostly grants 
by the Governor. In 1883, James Oatley, the 
Government “Clock-maker”, was granted 
300 acres on the Georges River, the present- 
day Oatley District. 


In 1861, Thomas Sutcliffe Mort, a wealthy 
industrialist — Morts Dock and Engineering 


Works — with vast pastoral interests, 
Goldsbrough Mort and Bodalla Cheese, ac- 
quired land adjoining the Oatley grant. He 
named this estate Morts Hill but later it 
became known as Mortdale. 


Mort subdivided his land and sold it. In 
1884 a brickworks was established. For a 
time it was the only industry in the area and 
only about 30-40 people lived in the district. 


By 1897 Mortdale had its own railway sta- 
tion. The nearest hotel at that time was the 
Blue Post at Hurstville — almost opposite the 
present public school — at that time the cen- 
tre of the Hurstville township. 


The brick carters used Victoria Avenue on 
the western side of the railway line on their 
daily journeys with the lorries and horses. 
Mr. Saltwell saw the need and the opportuni- 
ty to purchase land in Victoria Avenue to 
build his hotel. He named it “The Avenue” 
and opened it for business in 1905. The land 
selected was on the western side — part of it 
is the three blocks on which “Soccer House” 
now stands. 


The building was of brick, two storey, with 
two gables, one on either end, joined by a 
section, standing back, in the centre which 
provided for the bar, with a cellar below. 


The kitchen and other domestic rooms were 
at the rear. 


Daniel Saltwell died in 1915 and his widow 
Jessie carried on the business and was the 
licensee of the new Saltwells Hotel until her 
death in 1933. 


There are many locals who remember 
drinking in the old “Avenue” — alias the 
“Blood House”. 


In 1926 the Saltwells were living ina home 
— still there — on the lower side of the hotel, 
and had arrangements made to build a new 
hotel on the site of Doctor Eli Webb’s home 
at the junction of Pitt and George Streets. 


In 1927 the old “Avenue” was closed and 
the licence transferred to the new Saltwell 
Hotel, now known as the Mortdale Hotel. 
The old hotel was then occupied by a 
number of families and was a boon to them 
during the depression. The last family, in 
residence when the Police-Citizens Boys’ 
Club purchased it in 1937, was the Bradshaw 
family. 

The Police-Citizens Boys’ Club Committee, 
of which T. Thomlinson was a member, pur- 
chased the building, standing on two blocks 
of land, for about £1500. Bill Edwards, a local 
builder and also a member of the Commit- 
tee, was commissioned to convert it into

premises suitable for use as a “Youth 
Centre”. 

The gables were dismantled and replaced 
with a new roof. A new front wall was built 
on the street building alignment. A few 
minor alterations were made internally and 
the building was completed and opened in 
February 1938 by the late George Gollan, 
Member for Parramatta, Chief Secretary and 
Minister-in-charge of the Police Department. 


The Club functioned quite well for a while 
but the war and the shortage of trained staff, 
and money, caused its closure in 1941. At 
this time the control and ownership of the 
property was transferred to the recently 
formed Federation of Police-Citizens Boys’ 
Clubs — incidentally, the first freehold pro- 
perty they owned. 


The Federation undertook a rebuilding pro- 
gramme and the Club re-opened in 1942. It 
functioned and flourished until becoming by 
the early 1950s obviously too small. 


In 1947, anticipating extensions, ar- 
rangements were made to purchase from 
the Saltwells Estate a vacant block of land on 
the north-eastern—top—side of the building. 
This was purchased for £240. The principle 
was that an undertaking was given not to 
build on the vacant land on the lower side 
and next to the old home site, then occupied 
by a daughter of the Saltwell family, Mrs. 
Crawford. 


This block was levelled and used until 1956 
as a playing area. In that year money was 
available and a new section was added to 
provide a large hall, offices, canteen, a stage 
with dressing rooms, and for the first time, 
modern sewerage facilities. 


All that remains today of the 1905 building 
is portion of the end walls of the present din- 
ing room, with some minor sections of the 
old foundat ons. If you happen to be enjoy- 
ing a mea! under the dark oak beams and sit- 


ting near the centre of the rear wall, look 
down and try to visualise what went on in 
the cellar below in the good old days. 


Then, in the mid 1960s, St. George came 
along with a bid to buy the buildings. To 
comply with the strict licensing regulations, a 
club membership had to be produced with a 
common interest in soccer. Several social 
gatherings were arranged, the first being in 
June 1966 and recruiting 129 members. 


In 1967 the Saints received their licence, 
then obtained a large loan to buy the 
building and carry out the necessary altera- 
tions. 


The rest is fairly recent history. The original 
club membership of 250 quickly began to 
swell and by 1970 it became necessary to 
carry out considerable extensions, increasing 
the area space by 300 percent, at a cost of 
some $400,000. 


Today almost 1,000 people can be seated 
in comfort throughout the various rooms 
and halls of the club at any one time, most of 
them in the large auditorium, the site of 
regular programs, functions and disco nights. 


The elegantly furnished and designed 
restaurant boasts of some of the best menus 
and wine lists in town; the two bars, one 
downstairs and one upstairs — can cater for 
any needs. A sauna and a massage room, of- 
fices and a snack bar are all strategically 
situated. 


And, of course, there are the poker 
machines, the lifeblood of any club, bringing 
in some $700,000 a year before expenses 
and taxes. 


Thanks to efforts in recent years, “Soccer 
House” has become the headquarters of 
quite a number of organisations in the 
district who hold their meetings, social 
events and other functions there. 


A house is not a home, says a song. But 
“Soccer House” comes pretty close to it. 
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COACHES THROUGH 
THE YEARS 


Several coaches of St. George had a 
brilliant career in sport — and not always in 
soccer, either ... 


Well, the only such exception was Dr. 
Istvan Hircsak (now lives in London) who, in 
the 1930s and 1940s, represented Hungary 
over 200 times in ice hockey and also played 
at the 1936 Winter Olympics at Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen. 


Four of the Saints coaches actually played 
in World Cup games. 


Gyula Polgar (now a pensioner in Sydney), 
one of the all-time greats of Hungarian soc- 
cer, played in the 1938 World Cup final 
against Italy in Paris, at right fullback. Joe 
Gelei (now coaching a club in the Hungarian 
second division) kept goal for Hungary in the 
1966 World Cup final series in England, 
against Brazil, Bulgaria and the USSR. 


Two others, Johnny Warren and Manfred 
Schaefer, represented Australia at the 1974 
World Cup finals in West Germany. 


Another two, Joe Vlasits and Rale Rasic, 
were coaching Australian World Cup teams 
(in 1966-69 and 1970-74 respectively). 


Several others had distinguished playing 
careers. Miklos Szegedi (who died in Sydney 
a few years ago) played for Rumania, 
Nagyvarad, Inter Milan and FC Barcelona; 
Laurie Hegyes appeared for the multiple 
Hungarian champions Ferencvaros after the 
war and Mike Johnson played alongside 
Johnny Haynes in Fulham in the English first 
division. Both Hegyes and Johnson still live in 
Sydney.

SOME FAMOUS GUESTS 


The debate is still raging in soccer circles: 
are “guest players” beneficial to our teams or 
not? 


Over the years, St. George have invited 
four such stars for varying periods — and all 
four of them were England internationals. 


First came Francis Lee of Manchester City 
fame, in 1976 and while he showed his 
fascinating skills, an injury in the second 
game prevented him from making his short 
stay a sensational one. 


The following year Charlie George arrived, 
the irrepressible talent of Arsenal, later of 
Southampton. When Charlie led the St 
George attack in a match against South 
Melbourne, in Melbourne, some 15,000 fans 
turned up to see him — and South

Melbourne’s Malcolm Macdonald, also a 
former England hero. 


In 1978 the Saints secured, for more than 
half a season, the former brilliant Tottenham 
winger and midfielder Ralph Coates and, for 
a handful of matches, the great Liverpool 
goalie, Ray Clemence. Coates, possibly 
because he regarded his stay here as semi- 
permanent, made a tremendous contribu- 
tion to the team and helped relieving coach 
Joe Vlasits enormously in lifting the side from 
the bottom of the table. 


Four England internationals in St. George — 
a fair record, one can say. 


Some wish the series could now be con- 
tinued with the likes of Keegan, Brooking, 
Francis, Wilkins and others .. .

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OLD DREAM COME TRUE 


A short distance from one of the runways 
of Sydney airport, nestling alongside a 
meandering inlet of the Cooks River, stands 
the St. George Stadium. The Australian and 
Hungarian flags are fluttering over the en- 
trance; a majestic grandstand peers down on 
the emerald green turf below. It’s all empty 
and quiet now; a few sprinklers are spraying 
the grass, a stray dog is sniffing and testing 
one of the goalposts. It’s not his scene, he 
decides, and leaves, in search of a live tree. 


A stadium is just a stadium, they say, 
especially those who have seen some of the 
world’s best and most grandiose, the Ber- 
nabeu, the San Siro, the Prater or Wembley. 
But this, off Bestic Street, Rockdale, is still dif- 
ferent. It was conceived, planned and then ; 
built by a handful of people as a testimonial The first bench seats are being installed. 
of their love of soccer, of their ambition to 
achieve something against heavy odds, to 
disprove the “it-can’t-be-done” theories. 


Today, if a club or entrepreneur, wanted to 
build an identical stadium anywhere in 
Sydney, he would have to have some 
$4,000,000 to fund the project. 


And all this by a small club, St. George, 
with less than 4,000 members .. . 


You talk to anybody within the club about 
the stadium and all questions produce the 
same echo: this is Steve Koenig's baby. For it 
was this craggy-faced factory manager and 
old club stalwart who pushed a loose idea in- 
to a stunning reality. 


A flashback takes one to 1974 when, after 
months of quiet planning and negotiations 
with the local council, the applications were 
lodged for a Council lease. The customary 
20 years was granted; later, at a ministerial 
intervention, this was doubled. So the 
stadium belongs to the Saints until at least 
the year 2114, with further options available. 


Work began in 1976, by filling up and then 
levelling the area which, originally, was a 
dump. Then the hills around the playing field 
had to be built up — with 280,000 tons of fill- 
ing and 1500 metres of drain pipes laid in a 
“herring bone” fashion. The expensive turf 
was laid by club volunteers, including the ex- 
ecutives, such as president Alex Pongrass 
and, of course, Steve Koeniy again. 


Koenig was king of the project — just what 
his name means in German — and it took him 


some three years to see it completed. Hardly The grandstand is taking shape.

a day passed without him visiting the site 
two or three times a day, time he nicked 
from his regular place of employment, 
Pongrass Industries — with the boss’ tacit ap- 
proval. 


“We were really lucky,” Steve remembers 
now, “to have so much assistance and 
material free or for a token amount. The 
engineers (Mateffy, Perl, Nagy), the ar- 
chitects (Z. Kosa & Associates) and some 
other experts engaged on the project were 
magnificent. Many of the suppliers — good 
business contacts of mine — practically gave 
away material. But even so, the club had to 
spend $720,000 on the stadium before it was 
completed.” 


Today the St. George stadium is rightly hail- 
ed as the most modern in Sydney. The 
grandstand has some 3,000 individual seats, 
all modelled on an American design used in 
places like Chicago’s O'Shea Stadium. Right 
in the middle is a special enclosure for the 
club’s life members, 12 private boxes and a 
pressroom, generally regarded by the critical 
journalists as the best in Sydney. The full 
capacity of the stadium, with bench seats on 
the “opposite” side and standing room, is 
about 15,000. 


The out-of-view amenities under the grand- 
stand are also first class. The modern, 
hygienic dressing rooms for the teams — one 
with a spa — and one for the referees, a 
policeroom and a home unit for the 
groundsman are complemented by a 
meeting hall, soon to be converted to an 
entertainment area for players, fans and 
guests. Two canteens, one an outdoor one 
with chairs, tables, umbrellas and a barbecue 
area provide the catering. 


“We have room for up to 1500 cars around 
the stadium,” says Steve Koenig —” 
something no other stadium in Sydney can 
claim. We also have three fully grassed and 
lit training grounds, two for our junior clubs 
and one for the senior teams.” 


Naturally, the St. George stadium is floodlit 
and plans are afoot to strengthen the lights 
to cope with the demands of color TV. 


“Actually, the stadium could be used for in- 
ternational matches,” adds Koenig. “Recent 
experiences have proved that Sydney hardly 
ever needs a stadium with more than 15,000 
capacity. And we have got that already.”

Soccer House has seen quite a number of 
world celebrities on its premises over the 
years. Perhaps the greatest soccer star to be 
a guest of the club was Brazil’s Pele, when he 
visited Sydney with his club, Santos. Former 
FIFA president Sir Stanley Rous, Bobby 
Charlton, Florian Albert and the Ferencvaros 
team were other celebrities. 


The current president of the Hungarian 
Federation, former famed broadcaster 
Gyorgy Szepesi and the author of that great 
coaching book, “Soccer”, Arpad Csanady 


were other guests, as well as former FIFA 
coach Dettmar Cramer. 


Other sports have also been represented. 
The late Percy Cerutty, once the legendary 
coach of Australian runners and two 
Hungarian Olympic champion fencers, Tibor 
Pezsa and Gyozo Kulcsar as well as the 
greatest pentathlonist of all times, multi 
Olympic and world champion Andras Balczo 
have added to the prestige of the club with 
their visits.

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A POLYGLOT FAMILY 


At least 18 nationalities could be found 
among the players who, since 1959, have ap- 
peared for the first team of the Saints.” 
Beyond showing the multi-racial nature of 
Australian society, this polyglot list, below, is 
also an indirect tribute to the Club’s ability to 
absorb so many people of such widely differ- 
ing cultural and linguistic backgrounds. 


In the chapter devoted to our international 
stars, we deal separately with our “native” 
Australians — some of whom were also born 
overseas. But what about the others? 


Initially, the majority of our players were 
young Hungarians, refugees from the 1956 
Revolution who, soon after their arrival in 
this country, began to resume their budding 
soccer careers. In later years the Hungarian 
contingent started to shrink — emmigration 
from Hungary is a difficult business. 


The first “star trio” of the team consisted of 
Les Schauman, Frank Lang and the late 
Johnny Galambos, all in their teens when 
they landed in Sydney in 1957. Lang — now 
our assistant coach — was a Ferencvaros 
junior in Budapest while Schauman played 
with another Budapest team, Csepel. Many 
experts to this day refer to Schauman as the 
greatest natural talent in Australian soccer. 


Then, in the late 1950s and early 1960s, 
came others: Joe Csardas, Jeno Bosanszky 
and Miklos Jobbagy, all of whom played for 
first division clubs in Hungary. Bosanszky, 
while with the famous MTK club, was a “B” 
international. 


Many others, including Joe Vasvary, Joe 
Voros, Joe Pompor (all these “Joes” were 
originally Jozsef or Joska; in Pompor’s case 
Joco), Tibor Zuckermann, Erno Grosz, Balint 
Jonas preceded by many years the most suc- 
cessful Hungarian-born player of the club, 
Attila Abonyi who arrived in Australia as a 
child with his parents and blossomed into a 
great talent in Melbourne from where the 
Saints signed him in 1969. 


Quite a few outstanding players came from 
various parts of Yugoslavia. The first was 
goalie Zvonko Gregoric, originally from 
Zagreb, followed in 1962 by Petar Banicevic 
and then Mladen Krigin.

1971 and, after his naturalisation, became an 
Australian international star. The latest two 
outstanding recruits were Velizar Kanacki 
and Dezso Marton, both of whom arrived in 
1981. 


A very significant contribution to the club’s 
successes was made by players from the 
British Isles, several of whom had distinguish- 
ed playing careers “back home.” Perhaps the 
greatest name among them was former Tot- 
tenham striker Alfie Stokes and ex-Celtic and 
Scotland international goalie Frank Haffey. 
David Cliss, one of the original “Chelsea 
chicks,” was described by London 
biographers as a more explosive young 
talent than several others of his contem- 
poraries — including Jimmy Greaves or Bob- 
by Tambling who played for England later. 
Alan Ainslie, Tom Anderson, Roger Hillary, 
Dave Todd, George Yardley and then the 
three Hs — Hamilton, Hogg and Herron — all 
helped shape and style and destiny of our 
teams. 


It was St. George, in 1962, that brought the 
first South American players to Australia, in 
striker Eduardo Massey and goalie Miguel 
(Mike) Mazzina. Both came from Spain 
where they had played professionally — 
Massey with such well known clubs as Real 
Oviedo and Belenenses of Portugal. The 
following year four more Argentinians arriv- 
ed from Buenos Aires: Victor Fernandez, 
Salvador Isaac, Hugo Rodriguez and Lorenzo 
Heredia. In later years other South 
Americans appeared for the Club: Echever- 
ria, Acosta, Gnavi, Mendez and for a_ very 
brief period Pueblas, Sangiovanni and 
Tonanez. 


The Iberian peninsula also had its represen- 
tatives: in the 1960s by Juan Medina, a 
brilliant littke Spaniard and now, currently, 
the Portuguese-born Denis Duarte. The first 
St. George player of Greek background was 
the never-say-die defender Spiro Tsombaras 
and the most recent Peter Katholos, a cur- 
rent Australian international now with 
Sydney Olympic. 

Austria (Stegbauer, Schopf, Gast), Germany 
(Schaefer, Holzer, Melinz, Wegmann), 
Holland (De Bruin, Hlawa) and Italy (Varglien) 
also had their talented sons appearing for 
the Saints over the years. 


And all that in a club which started off as 
Hungarian .. .

Few teams win a championship title in only 
their fourth year among the elite. St. George 
did just that — in 1962. 


Here, in a capsule form, is a flashback to 
the team’s fortunes in the NSW First Division 
throughout the years, until the start of the 
Philips League. 


1959 


The first year in top division ... good 
season start with 5-3 win over Balgownie, 
then loss to Prague 1-3 ... two draws

... Drastic team changes almost every week

TEN “IMMORTALS” 


First among equals — that’s what a few of the “immortals” of St. George were. Some were 
elevated to that pedestal because of their playing abilities, others because of their personalities. 
These vignettes pay tribute to this little elite group. 


LES SCHAUMAN 


He was the game’s greatest’ enfant terrible’; the exquisite artist, the born match-winner on one 
hand and the recalcitrant anti-hero on the other. More than any other player perhaps in the past 
25 years, Schauman had talent in abundance; had he stayed in his native Hungary instead of 
leaving it at 17, he would have become an international. As it turned out, here he merely touch- 
ed on his enormous potential — tremendous speed with the ball, perfect balance and stunningly 
accurate shooting. His seven goals in one match (against Sydney Austral) still stands as a NSW 
record and one can only speculate just what heights he could have reached under different cir- 
cumstances. 


JOHN GALAMBOS 


His death a few years ago from brain tumor plunged the club into deep gloom: in the early 
years it was the beloved “Galamb” whose undaunted spirit, dash and goals — almost one per 
match — helped St. George to rise rapidly to a new status. Galambos was not a ball artist, cer- 
tainly not in the Schauman and Abonyi category; he was more like the old fashioned centre for- 
wards charging towards goal and getting there by hook or by crook, haughtily dismissing any op- 
position challenges and galvanising his own team with his special brand of enthusiasm.

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JOHN WARREN 


You could safely call it the bargain of the century: Warren joined the club in an exchange deal 
with Canterbury — and with the Saints grew into the best known soccer star of the country. 
Originally a striker, John later settled in a midfield role from where he captained St. George and 
Australia, taking part in three World Cup campaigns between 1965 and 1974. One of the far too 
rare natural talents in the game, Warren had his own rhythm set to an invisible, built-in 
metronome, sweeping him across the fields and setting the pace of his teams. Perhaps his 
greatest performances ever came in Seoul, against South Korea and against Greece in Sydney 
(3-1) where he looked like a world star and gained the admiration of opponents as well as his 
own numerous fans. 


John Warren Victor Fernandez 


VICTOR FERNANDEZ 


“He is just not capable of kicking the ball straight without bending it, the little bastard,” one of 
his coaches once commented jokingly at training when Vic’s typically spinning, bending ‘ 
‘bananas” deceived him. A product of San Lorenzo in Buenos Aires, the short, stocky figure of 
Fernandez was a delight to watch: his super-sensitive left foot caressed and stroked the ball with 
all the gentleness of a lover while opponents were swirling around him in agony. He was 
perhaps the first and best ‘bender’ of the dead-ball in Sydney soccer while his cross-field passes, 
often to 40 metres or so, fell with deadly accuracy just where they were intended. Unlike many 
of his compatriots, he lacked a real Latin temperament; it was little surprise when some years 
ago he won a rich prize as the State’s best — and fairest. 
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MANFRED SCHAEFER 


When he arrived from Blacktown in 1963, he looked like an eager lumberjack looking for a ma- 
jor forest to clear; when he retired, with 49 caps under his belt, he went out as Australia’s most 
dependable defender. Iron-man Schaefer, the celebrated “milko” on his 1974 World Cup trip 
back to his native Germany, created his own legends with his unparallelled fighting spirit, 
strength and leadership qualities. Few of those who saw it will forget him lifting up a giant 
Korean, feigning injury, in a World Cup match in Sydney, then, on the protestations of the 
referee, innocently dropping him back to the ground. Later he tried coaching and managment 
with the club but, unfortunately, the experiment was not a success. 


ATTILA ABONYI 


Elegance and artistry personified, Abonyi looked and moved like his look-alike, ballet star 
Nureyev: a light, breezy, almost aesthetic figure, dancing his waltzes and tangos, mesmerising 
opponents and bewitching spectators. When he joined as a celebrated starlet from Melbourne, 
he had behind him his superb 1967 Vietnam Tournament achievements with a glut of goals. For 
the Saints, the much admired “Atti” gave many great displays, scoring some unforgettable goals. 
One felt enormous regret when, in the World Cup match against champions West Germany, his 
splendid shot bounced back from the post — a goal against the Beckenbauer XI would have been 
the crowning glory of a great career.

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GEORGE HARRIS 


For some time he was struggling to make the team as a speedy right winger — then Frank Arok 
converted him into a highly competitive fullback. And there “Georgie”, this fast-speaking school 
teacher became an Australian international. He served the club for 10 years, some of them as 


captain and toured the world with the national side where his assets — hard tackling, speed. 


overlapping runs — were highly appreciated talents. Harris had that typically Australian 
characteristic of not conceding defeat even when it was staring him in the face: a superbly fit and 
dedicated athlete with the perfect mental approach and outstanding clubman who richly deserv- 
ed to be released free from his contract when, after 10 years, he wanted a change of scenery. 


HARRY WILLIAMS 


Like George Harris, he, too, started off on the wing and was switched to left fullback by Arok, 
becoming the classiest man in that position since Stan Ackerley. Harry, at his best, was no mere 
fullback: his devastating overlapping runs on the left often made him an extra defender. Within a 
few short years he became the most celebrated Aborigine player of Australia — and a regular in- 
ternational which included a trip to the 1974 World Cup finals in Germany. An immensely 
popular, quiet man off the field, Williams didn’t cause controversies, dramas and headlines: he 
just went on playing his special brand of skilful, intuitive football. There is no doubt that but for a 
nagging injury, his career in the Australian team would have been extended by a few years: all 
his successors have lost in comparison with Williams, now a senior public servant in the Depart- 
ment of Aboriginal Affairs in Canberra.

MIKE DENTON 


Now running a timberyard somewhere in Tasmania, this short, plumpish son of a Cambridge 
storekeeper looked like anything but a soccer player. He was not running but scampering along 
the ground, neck pulled in and his legs plus instinct propelling him into positions where he could 
gain a split second advantage over his opponents. Denton was a natural scoring machine, a 
replica of Greaves and Muller, a man of low gravity quite deadly in the goalmouth. The majority 
of his goals were ‘little’ goals being pushed, prodded or kneed over the line. No amount of ‘treat- 
ment’ by big defenders ever discouraged him. When Frank Arok first saw him in 1968, Denton 
was upended, lying prostrate in the dust. “What nationality is he?” Arok asked an official. 
“English,” came the reply. “Well, he’ll get up,” Arok said and Denton duly got up then and a 
thousand other times to continue his foraging for goals. 


PETER BANICEVIC 


Most club supporters agree that this casual, carefree if not outright Bohemian Yugoslav was 
their best ever stopper. Although basically a left-footer, Banicevic was the polished pillar of his 
defence; superb positioning and anticipation rather than sheer physical power made him into a 
star. But Banicevic regarded soccer more than just a contest: for him it was also fun, a battle of 
wits and risk-taking even if some of the risks near his own goal made your hair stand on edge. He 
was phlegmatic and cool to the extreme. Once when his view was sought about his ‘best posi- 
tion,’ he shrugged his shoulders. “lam a pro,” he said,” and if you want me to I'll hold up the net 


behind the goal.” It never came to that though it was his great thrill on occasions to bulge the net 


with his precise penalties. 


AMPOL TRIUMPHS 


St. George have won the Ampol Cup four 
times and have been runners-up twice.

FIVE GRAND FINALS 


St. George have won five NSW Grand 
Finals over the years. 


They had to wait for the first one until 
1967, a memorable match against APIA. 


The Saints were down 0-2 after 18 minutes 
before a tremendous fight-back, spearhead- 
ed by John Warren and David  Cliss, 
swamped APIA. 


Four years later the opponents were 
Western Suburbs and two goals by Alan 
Ainslie and one from Atti Abonyi won the 
tight match 3-2. 

In 1974 it was APIA’S turn again: two classic 
Abonyi goals and a superlative goalkeeping 
display by Jimmy Fraser enabled the Saints to 
win 2-1. 


The following year APIA tried again . . . but 
failed. In front of 16,000 fans and after a dour 
struggle, a solo goal by Nev Morgan was 
enough to clinch victory 1-0.

The last one’is still fresh in the memory. In 
1981, after a stirring struggle against Croatia 
Ernie Campbell slotted home the winner — 
the same Ernie who, while with APIA and 
Marconi , so often teased and tortured St.

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SOME GOOD CUP RUNS 


Like so many other ventures in Australian 
soccer, the Australian Cup was conceived as 
a life-saver, predicted to have a long and 
bright future — then was abandoned after 
five years. 


However, in many ways, it was the forerun- 
ner of the Philips League, a competition with 
heavy interstate flavour. 


In the initial year, 1962, St. George went in- 
to the Cup as freshly crowned NSW cham- 
pions. In the first round they beat the 
Brisbane team Oxley 5-2, in Sydney, then, in 
the quarter-finals, accounted for Victoria's 
Wilhelmina 2-0, in Melbourne. The semi-final 
was against Adelaide Juventus, in Adelaide — 
and St. George won handsomely, 3-0, to 
reach the final. 


However, in the final, against a_ brilliant 
Yugal, the Saints stood no chance and suf- 
fered a devastating 8-1 loss, watched by a 
crowd of 11,000 at Wentworth Park, with 
Dave Buchanan getting the team’s lone goal. 


In 1963 the team didn’t qualify for the Cup 
but in 1964 they were there again. First, ina 
regional elimination game, they beat South 
Coast 3-0, then met, once again, Adelaide 
Juventus, this time in Sydney and a convinc- 
ing 6-0 win followed. In the semi-final the 
Saints played a 1-1 draw with local rivals 
APIA; the replay went to APIA 4-1. The Cup 
that year was won by the Melbourne club 
George Cross. 

In. 1965, in the preliminary rounds, St. 
George downed Wallsend 3-0 but in the 
quarter-finals lost 1-4 to Hakoah. In the final 
that year Hakoah beat APIA 2-1 at the 
Sydney Showground — of all places — in front 
of a mere 3,500 fans. 


The next two — and final years — in the Cup 
brought more disappointments. In 1966 St. 
George beat Croatia from Canberra 3-1 
before losing 2-1 to APIA in the quarter- 
finals. APIA went on to win the trophy 2-0 
against’ Hakoah. In 1967, in the very first 
round, the Saints lost 1-2 to Pan Hellenic and 
the Cup was won, after a tremendous 
match, by Melbourne Hungara, beating APIA 
4-3 in Melbourne — with three goals by Attila 
Abonyi. 


After that, the Australia Cup was forgot-

Mel Clarke 


Another Cup competition that was aban- 
doned after a while, the Federation Cup 
(also known as Craven A Cup at one stage) 
was won by the Saints in 1964, beating South 
Coast United 4-3 in the final. 


This was the winning team: Clarke, Isaac, 
Zuckermann, Schaefer, Banicevic, 
Rodriguez, Stokes, J. Warren, Galambos, Fer- 
nandez, G. Warren (Lang). John Warren got 
tivo of the goals, Geoff Warren and Galam- 
bos one each. 


In 1966, the Saints again made the final — 
but lost 2-3 to APIA, at the Sportsground. 
Later a State Cup was started — and again 
later also abandoned — which the Saints 
managed to win in 1972, the year when 
almost. everything ended up with a St. 
George victory. Here the Saints beat Marconi 
3-2 in a thriller, with this team: Fraser, Harris, 
Utjesenovic, Schaefer, Williams, Juhasz, Her- 
ron, Abonyi, Warren, Hogg (Hamilton), 
Treasure (Alston). The match went into extra 
time and the St. George goals were scored 
by Abonyi, Treasure and, in extra time, by 
John Warren. 
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THATS HOW 
THE P.S.L. STARTED. . . 


The Philips League was born in the dining 
room of the St. George club. The date was 
April 5,1975 when representatives of 
Hakoah, St. George, Brisbane Lions, Marconi, 
Adamstown, Western Suburbs, APIA, 
Adelaide Juventus and West Adelaide Hellas 
met and signed a resolution to “establish a 
National Soccer League within the shortest 
possible time.” 


By 1977, the League was in business, 
following many years of vague discussions 
and idle planning on the subject. 


Now, almost seven years after that historic 
meeting, it’s interesting to reproduce ex- 
cerpts from the Minutes of that gathering. 


MINUTES OF SPECIAL MEETING 
ON THE AUSTRALIAN NATIONAL SOCCER 
LEAGUE 
April 5, 1975, at St. 
House,” Mortdale, Sydney. 


George “Soccer 


Present were delegations from the follow- 
ing clubs: St. George-Budapest, Hakoah, 
Western Suburbs, APIA and Marconi (all 
Sydney), Adamstown (Newcastle), Lions 
(Brisbane), Hellas and Juventus (Adelaide). 


Convenors of the meeting were Mr. Alex 
Pongrass (St. George) and Mr. Frank Lowy 
(Hakoah). 

Mr. Pongrass welcomed the delegates and 
explained the purpose of the meeting. Mr. 
Lowy then spoke on the needs for a National 
League. 


The meeting then proceeded to discuss 
and debate, without restrictive formality, 
points of interests. 


This is a record of the relevant comments, 
remarks and opinions expressed at the 
meeting. 


MR. LOWY: | don’t think we should deter- 
mine now the number of teams in the Na- 
tional Soccer League. It could be 10 or 12 
teams. Maybe a ceiling of 12 should be ac- 
cepted. 

MARCONI: It is obvious that the ASF can- 
not form a National League. However, when 
formed, this League should be affiliated with 
the ASF. The articles of association of the NSL 
should be acceptable to all Federations. 


MR. LOWY: Sir Arthur George has told us 
that he had done all he couid to get this Na- 
tional League started but failed; now it was 
up to the clubs to get the job done. 


LIONS: | would like to inform the meeting 
that the Queensland Federation has given its 
blessing to the formation of the NSL. 


MR. PONGRASS: | suggest that clubs 
deposit $10,000 or $15,000, once the NSL 
has been established, to ensure the financial 
viability of our operation for at least the first 
two years. 


MR. LOWY: The way | see it, the only addi- 
tional expense to each club, on top of their 
current budgets, will be the cost of airfares 
and this may come to no more than $6,000, 
a very small percentage of what the clubs 
are already spending. 


HAKOAH: We have made some rough 
calculations and according to this we 
estimate that the extra cost of running the 
NSL could come to about $100,000. This 
would cover the administration of the NSL 
and the airfares. 


MR. PONGRASS: The President of the NSW 
Federation, Mr. Peter McCann has been in- 
vited to attend but declined. However, he 
sent us a letter and now lL ask Mr. Les Bordacs 
to read this. 


MARCONI: In principle, we are fully for the 
NSL but the details to be settled are too 
numerous to be discussed at this meeting. 
One matter that will need attention is the 
relationship between the NSL and _ its 
member clubs. We must carefully examine 
the financial aspects and the possibilities of 
sponsorship. We also feel that abandoning 
today’s ethnic names may be desirable. 


ADAMSTOWN: Our club discussed the 
NSL and we have decided that we are 
definitely interested and keen to join, as a 
club, not as a combined Newcastle side. 


LIONS: We feel sure that if Lions can join, 
our club can create a truly top-class team in 
Brisbane; we will attract the cream of 
Queensland soccer. We have no firm views 
on the club names and will accept any deci- 
sion in this regard; after all, only recently we 
were forced to change our name from 
Hollandia. We will support the NSL all the 
Way. 
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JUVENTUS (SA): The NSL is the only answer 
to soccer's problems in Australia. My club is 
most interested in joining. We could meet 
the additional expenses. However, we feel 
that South Australia should have two teams 
in the NSL, to ensure one match a week and 
thus continuity of fixture interest. 


HELLAS (SA): We are all for the NSL but will 
not accept a single representation from 
South Australia or any region that would 
result in a break in continuity in home fix- 
tures every second week. 


APIA: Each and every club’s financial and 
administrative strength must be examined to 
ensure that they are fit to join the NSL. The 
clubs must control the NSL themselves. The 
NSL should be conducted as a business, not 
as a part-time organisation. 


HAKOAH: Soccer standards can only be 
raised through an effort like the NSL. Even- 
tually, our World Cup and Olympic Games 
teams would also benefit from this. We 
would prefer the adoption of new names 
and the dropping of the ethnic ones. 


WESTERN SUBURBS: We are all committed 
for the NSL. We know there are many pro- 
blems yet to be solved but we say let’s get 
on and solve them. We are disappointed 
that no executive members from the ASF or 
NSW Federation are present; we feel they 
should have come. 


ST. GEORGE: We must sustain this spirit of 
adventure. The details can be worked out 
later. In 1956 the NSW Federation was form- 
ed under similar circumstances and they, 
too, tackled many details later. | agree that 
the nationalistic club names can be replaced 
without any trouble. 


MR. LOWY: Relegation and promotion 
may have to be suspended for the first two 
or three years to enable the clubs to get pro- 
perly established. 


MR. PONGRASS: | owe the meeting an ex- 
planation about Victoria. Four clubs from 
Melbourne were invited. All four of them 
declared themselves for the NSL. Yesterday 
Mr. Kovac (JUST) telephoned me saying that 
despite the Victorian Executive’s ban impos- 
ed on their clubs to attend, he would come. 
As you can see, he did not come. But | say 
that with or without Victoria, the NSL should 
go ahead. We will instruct a firm of solicitors 
to form a company, with a minimum of two 
clubs or more if any of you can commit 


yourselves right now. We will be asking you 
for this commitment. After that we will ask 
you to pay at least $5,000 into a pool so that 
we can engage professional staff to start 
organising the many details. | also believe 
that some form of TV packaging will be 
possible, especially if all or most of the NSL 
matches are played on Saturdays. That 
would seem more ideal anyway, because of 
the greater newspaper coverage on Sundays 
and its acceptability by the Pools people. | 
still believe the Victorian clubs will join us. 
But if they don’t, we can proceed with the 
four centres we now have. | want to ask you 
now which clubs can commit themselves 
firmly for the NSL. 


Three did: St. George, Hakoah and Lions 
(Qld). The other six, because of a need to 
report back to their respective boards or 
management committees, were given until 
April 14 to accept in writing. 


HAKOAH: | think it’s only fair that some 
clubs want to discuss the matter once more. 


MARCONI: We feel we should make it 
clear that under no circumstances are we 


willing to join forces and amalgamate with 
APIA.....: 


APIA: Same goes for us ... 


MARCONI: ... although we both cater 
largely for Italians, we are geographically 
very far from each other and can look after 
different areas. 


MR. LOWY: We would like to have four 
strong Sydney teams, which have the best 
capability of making a success of the NSL. 


MR. PONGRASS: If Victoria finally decides 
not to join, we may need six teams from 
Sydney. As for the start of the NSL, | am not 
sure whether it can be done before 1977. 


MR. LOWY: Should be 1976. 


At the conclusion of the meeting all those 
present — club delegates, pressmen and 
hosts — briefly commented on their own en- 
thusiasm about the NSL. 


Following that the representatives of the 
nine clubs present signed a resolution of in- 
tent about the formation of the NSL (attach- 
ed). 

The meeting started at 11 a.m. and finished 
at 3.15 p.m.

MORE DOWNS THAN UPS... 


Few clubs entered the Philips League with 
greater enthusiasm than St. George: it was, 
after all, this very club which argued and 
fought for the establishment of this competi- 
tion, perhaps more than any other. Manfred 
Schaefer was appointed to coach and 
manage the team which, the season before, 
won the NSW title. 


That success, in retrospect, proved costly. 
The Saints went into the Philips League 
without any major reinforcements, sincerely 
believing that a NSW premiership behind 
them would automatically guarantee pre- 
eminence in this national league, too. 


However, the first year brought some 
disappointments: the Saints finished “only” 
sixth despite a change of coaches midstream 
when Ilja Takac took over from Schaefer. 
The Philips Cup campaign went even worse: 
the team was eliminated in the first round, 
losing 1-2 to Canberra City. 


Takac began the 1978 season but once 
again the team’s rebuilding was overlooked: 
almost all the efforts of the club went into 
the building of the stadium. At one stage the 
Saints slipped so dangerously to the bottom 
of the table that relegation began to look 
like a real threat. 


Joe Vlasits took over the coaching and, 
largely with the help of guest-star Ralph 
Coates, lifted the team from second last 
(13th) place to a respectable 7th at the end. 


The Cup campaign was only slightly better 
than in the previous year: a first round 2-1 
win over APIA (then in the State League) was 
followed by a 0-1 loss to Western Suburbs. 


For the 1979 season, a new coach arrived 
from Hungary, former international goalie 
Joe Gelei. A few new players were also add- 
ed to the squad: Della Picca from Argentina, 
Matic from Yugoslavia, Cotton from England 
and young Katholos from Canterbury. 


However, there was still something wrong, 
somewhere. After the first eight rounds the 
Saints were dead last — with only two points 
under their belt. Joe Gelei was replaced as 
coach by Raul Blanco yet the struggle con- 
tinued to the bitter end with St. George 
avoiding relegation only in the very last 
round, after beating Olympic with a goal by 
Peter Katholos — who later joined Sydney 
Olympic... 

At least, the Cup brought more joy to the 


Saints. Wins over Ipswich (6-2), APIA (3-2), 
Brisbane City and Newcastle (these last two 
won on penalty kicks) took the team into the 
final in Adelaide where, after an epic strug- 
gle, they lost to Adelaide City 2-3. 


The writing on the wall became clearer as 
the 1980 season started. Blanco, still at the 
helm, did sign a host of new players but only 
one or two of them turned out to be suc- 
cesses. 


Ominously enough, the team lost its first 
match (4-2) to Blacktown and continued to 
struggle throughout. Halfway through the 
year Frank Arok was brought out from 
Yugoslavia as an advisor but clearly, it was a 
story of too little too late. At the end the 
team finished at rock bottom, having won 
only five of its 26 matches and was relegated 
from the Philips League. 


In the Philips Cup, a 4-1 win over Monaro 
and 3-0 over Blacktown took the team to the 
last eight where they lost to Marconi 4-0 and, 
with that, temporarily dropped out of the 
Philips League picture. 

This is the full list of appearances of St. 
George players in Philips League matches. 
The list has been compiled in a chronological 
order. The numbers under the years indicate 
matches played.

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CONQUEST IN TOKYO 


The perfect tour — that’s how all par- 
ticipants still refer to that memorable trip to 
the Far East in 1971. The Sants went, saw and 
conquered — both on and off the field. It was 
superb fun combined with great results and 
a grand ambassadorial mission by a well 
disciplined, happy and talented Australian 
team. 


It all started in the tiny Portuguese colony 
of Macau — half a day after the team’s arrival 
from Sydney. The 6-1 win was a good omen 
for the rest of the tour. Two days later the 
Saints continued their rampage in the Hong 
Kong Stadium — whacking local champion 
club side Jardines 6-2. After a mere 10 
minutes the sparkling St. George were three 
goals up and the rest was a highly entertain- 
ing and satisfying cruise to a comfortable 
win. 

Then came Japan where St. George were 
invited to participate in an international tour- 
nament together with the Danish first divi- 
sion club Frem, Japan “A” and Japan “B”. It 


looked a stiff assignment: Japan, after all, 
won the bronze medal at the 1968 Mexico 
Olympics and under the brilliant leadership 
of manager-coach Shun-ichiro Okano — now 
secretary general of the Japanese Olympic 
Federation — produced a talented team 
bristling with excellent prayers — none better 
than the tall, elegant Kamamoto, voted by 
the world’s Press as the 1968 Olympic 
tourney’s outstanding player. 


The tournament opener in the Tokyo 
Olympic Stadium, in front of 25,000 fans and 
some 5,000,000 TV viewers, ended in a 0-0 
draw. Only some atrocious bad luck and a 
few peculiar “homer” decisions by the 
Japanese referee prevented the Saints from 
winning comfortably. 


Two days later the Saints made an excur- 
sion to Hiroshima, the world’s first atom- 
bombed city and beat Toyo Kogo — the 
team of the vast local auto works, Mazda — 
3-2.

Back in Tokyo, the tournament continued 
against Frem, fielding four full Danish inter- 
nationals. The likeable, athletic tall Danes 
shared the elegant Akasaka. Prince Hotel 
with the Saints and the day before that 
match, whenever the players came face to 
face, cheerfully held up five fingers — in- 
dicating the number of goals they would 
score. But soon there was something rotten 
in the state of Denmark: St. George, with a 
brilliant second half display, romped home 
3-0 winners. 


One more interlude followed, this time a 
brief bus journey to Omiya, some 65 km 
from Tokyo for a friendly with FC Hitachi. In 
what turned out to be the most bruising 
match of the whole tour, the Saints scraped 
home 2-1 winners — with a last second goal 
by Abonyi. 

Now only Japan “B” stood between St. 
George and the huge silver trophy — and 
there were no slip-ups. With some world 
class goals by Alston and Warren, St. George 
ran to a comfortable 6-2 win — and a richly 
deserved first place in the Tokyo Interna- 
tional Tournament. 


The six wins and one honorable though 
unlucky draw on the tour would have pleas- 
ed any team, even from Europe. But the VIP 
treatment the Saints received throughout 
their stay in Japan was perhaps even more 
gratifying. 

The Japanese hosts, both in Tokyo and in 
Hiroshima, simply couldn’t do enough to 
make the Australian party more welcome; 
first rate accommodation, training facilities, 
transport, luxury class meals, receptions by 
Lord Mayors and the Australian Embassy and 
the appearance of Japan’s Crown Prince at 
the stadium all left their indelible mark on 
the happy tourists. 


However, there was a sad aftermath to the 
tour. Some three years later it was reported 
in the Press that George Lewis, then 
Counsellor at the Australian Embassy in 
Tokyo, who during the team’s stay was our 
friend, helper, fixer, supporter and _ inter- 
preter, tragically died in an air disaster in 
war-torn Vietnam. The memory of this kind 
and polished diplomat will be cherished by 
St. George for a very long time. 


Both the tour manager, Les Bordacs and 
coach Rale Rasic had every reason to be 
satisfied with the team’s sporting behaviour 
and brilliant results on the tour. In some of 
the matches — against Japan “A” and Frem in 
particular — the Saints reached heights they 


seldom if ever reproduced later. Few will 
forget the superb performances of stopper 
Don Sandell, the spectacular runs and goals 
of Adrian Alston or the “Hong Kong blitz” in 
the opening minutes by Alan Ainslie.

TANNER 


No history of soccer in the St. George 
District can be written without frequent 
reference to the name of Sid Tanner. 


“For over 30 years Sid Tanner was soccer 
himself in this District,” says W. Dobson, 
President of the St. George Soccer Associa- 
tion. 

Sid Tanner first joined the Executive of the 
St. George Soccer Association in 1947 as 
Secretary and he continued in that position 
right up to his death in 1980. 


He was more than just the Competition 
Secretary. In those early post war years Sid, 
together with a very small band of helpers, 
handled all the Committee work and 
refereed the games as well. In the interven- 
ing years the helpers became more 
numerous but Sid remained the rock on 
which the St. George Soccer Association was 
built into the strong body it is today. 


A look through the Association records 
shows that officials usually remained in office 
for an average of five to six years; Sid Tanner 
just went on forever. He served as Secretary 
to the Association under 10 different Presi- 
dent during his term of 33 years. 


“Speaking from my own personal ex- 
perience, | think it is more correct to say that 
10 different Presidents served under Sid’s 
Secretaryship,” comments W. Dobson. 


Sid Tanner was appointed Life Member of 
the St. George Soccer Association; Life 
Member of the N.S.W. Amateur Soccer 
Federation and at varying times held all 
senior positions in the N.S.W.A.S.F. 


In 1970 he was awarded the British Empire 
Medal for his services to junior sport. 


Sid Tanner was one of the signatories to 
the original agreement between the Associa- 
tion and the Senior Club and at the time of 
his death Sid was a Director of St. George 
Budapest Ltd. He was a prime architect of 
the strong bond that has grown up between 
the St. George Soccer Assn. and St. George 
B.S.C. It must be a source of deep regret that 
Sid is not here today on the occasion of the 
25th anniversary of the founding of the St. 
George Budapest Soccer Club.

HUNGARY'S VISIT 


The appearance of this anniversary book will coincide with the first ever visit of the 
Hungarian national team to Australia. 

The Hungarians will come as guests of St. George-Budapest to play in a tournament in 
Sydney and in Melbourne. 

In 1981 Hungary qualified for this year’s World Cup finals in Spain, winning the European 
Group 4 ahead of England, Rumania, Switzerland and Norway. 

Also in 1981, Hungary's midfield ace Tibor Nyilasi won the “Silver Boot” award of the French 
sports daily “L’Equipe” for being the second highest scorer in the various European leagues 
in the 1980-81 season. 

Two of the Hungarians stars, Nyilasi and Andras Torocsik were also selected in a European 
XI during the year. 

The only other Hungarian team ever to visit Australia was Ferencvaros which has toured 
here twice since 1957.

Hailed as the successor of the great Ferenc Puskas, Andras Torocsik, 26, is perhaps 

less than that but still a great ball artist. His mazy dribbling runs and accurate, elegant 

passing ability have made him into one of the biggest drawcards in Hungarian soccer. 
Torocsik plays for the Ujpesti Dozsa club in Budapest. 
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Sandor Sallai, 20 (second from right) made the national team only this year but with his 

tenacious style, has become an instant sensation as the side’s midfield dynamo. In recent 

World Cup matches he waged some enormous battles against highly experienced op- 

ponents such as the Swiss Botteron and the English Keegan. At extreme right is 

Hungary’s current stopper, Imre Garaba. Sallai plays for the provincial club Debrecen 

while Garaba’s club is Honved, the army team made famous in the 1950s by such aces 
as Puskas, Kocsis, Czibor, Bozsik, Lorant and Budai. 
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Tibor Nyilasi, 26, is the current pin-up boy of Hungarian soccer. After a disappointing 

World Cup in Argentina in 1978, he decided to retire, at the age of 24. . . then, following 

a rest of eight months, made a highly successful come-back and as captain led Hungary 

into the finals of the 1982 World Cup in Spain. In Budapest he plays for the Ferencvaros 
club. 
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Laszlo Balint, the most experienced Hungarian Gyozo Martos, Hungary’s right fullback, plays for a

JUNIORS JOIN IN 


As President of the St. George Soccer 
Association | would like to congratulate the 
St. George-Budapest Soccer Club on th occa- 
sion of their 25th year. 


For nigh on 20 of those 25 years the St. 
George-Budapest Soccer Club has maintain- 
ed an extremely close liaison with the Junior 
Association. 


The Senior Club underwrites the cost of the 
three Youth League teams of the Association 
and provides premises for the Association 
meetings. Also three of the Association Ex- 
ecutive serve as Directors of the licensed 
club — St. George-Budapest Ltd. . 


But the Junior Association goes back a 
great number of years prior to the uniting of 
the two soccer bodies in the St. George 
District. 


The Association was formed in 1924 and 
has now been in existence for over 57 years. 
The Association was commenced by men 
such as Messrs. E. Coleman, H. Hunt, Gilbert, 
Frisk, Geo. Whithall, West and others, in- 
cluding Mr. Biddolph. 


Ernie Coleman was the first Treasurer of 
the Association and then held an Executive 
position in the Association for the next 24 
years, including the Secretaryship from 1933 
right up to 1945. As a young lad before 
World War Il and during the early war years, 
| played junior soccer in the St. George 
District and some of my very early recollec- 
tions are of Ernie Coleman. 


Ernie lived on Princes Highway at the bot- 
tom of Ocean Street, Kogarah, and | unders- 
tand he is still living in the same house after 
all these years. A lot of the credit for the con- 
tinued existence of the Association both in 
the early years and the war years must be 
given to him. 


But if Ernie Coleman kept the Association 
going in the early years, then it was the late 
Sid Tanner who was the guiding hand in the 
dramatic growth that has occurred since the 
war. 


Sid Tanner first became Secretary in 1947 
and it is interesting to note that in that year E. 
Coleman was Treasurer and the Publicity Of- 
ficer was Stan Moses, another stalwart of the 
post-war years. 


There were other stalwarts in the early 
post war years — Roy Orton, R. Doige, C.

Pirie, H. Philips, R. Denning, J. Gooch and 
Fred Burgess, to name just a few but the man 
who welded them all into a cohesive unit 
and then held office for a record number of 
years (33) was Sid Tanner. Sid Tanner served 
as Secretary for 33 years and a eulogy to his 
devotion to the service of the Association is 
printed elsewhere in this book. 


The first draw of the Association was made 
on May 13, 1924, and the following teams 
took part — 


St. George, Kogarah, Arncliffe, Penshurst 
United, Hurstville, lona, Banksia, Rockdale, 
Brighton, Lancers, Cronulla, Rovers, 
Rockdale Diamonds. 


The O'Shea trio — John, Mike and Robert — all pro- 
ducts of the St. George juniors, have returned to the 
Saints after a Stint in Canberra’ 


and the team selection was in the hands of 
Joe Palmer and Harry Phillips. Joe Palmer, 
who passed away early in 1981, was a man 
who devoted his life to soccer in the St. 
George District and in this regard he was se- 
cond only to Sid Tanner. 


And so it went on through to 1945. That 
year there were four teams in the Under 21, 
Under 18, Under 16 and three in the Under 
14. At this time persons like W. Dobson, E. 
Lewis, R. Doige, K. Huckstepp, R. Orton, R. 
Miller were playing in Under 18 teams. All 
these people went on to play significant 
parts in soccer in the St. George Association

In 1925 the Constitution was changed to 
allow affiliation to any controlling body. 
They then affiliated to Sydney Board of Con- 
trol. 


In 1926 representative soccer was_ in- 
troduced, the Association colours being red 
and white. 


In 1930 there was a falling off of the 
number of teams and in that year only six 
Under 16 and six All-Age teams played. 


From 1931 to 1935 things were not much 
better with the total teams being down to 
14. Some of the teams playing in that year 
were Casuals, Sans Souci, Bexley, Kogarah, 
Ramsgate C.E.B.S., Hurstville and Barton 
Juniors. 


In the period 1936-1942, there was still no 
improvement in the number of teams. 
Representative teams were picked in 1942 


and nearby districts. 


In 1948 there were only two All Age, two 
21s, three 18s and eight 14s. 


Representative games in those days were 
played on a K.O. basis and after many weeks 
of training we would nearly always draw 
Canterbury and Canterbury was hard to beat 
in those days. 


The year 1958 saw new members come in- 
to the Association — K. Pitt, E. Lewis and F. 
Burgess and this also was the year of the 
Rockdale Youth Centre. 


In 1959 came the first year of J. Gooch as 
President of the Association, he being an ac- 
tive member of the old St. George Club. 


Let me quote here from Sid Tanner. “1963 
season was to the Association and myself 
the greatest. Mr. W. Whalley who was then 
connected with Ramsgate, overheard a con- 
versation in a Rockdale coffee lounge which 
changed St. George Junior Association over- 
night — it was the meeting of the members 
of the Budapest Club, Mr. L. Bordacs, J. Zara 
and A. Pongrass. After one meeting between 
the two bodies an agreement was drawn up 
and signed on behalf of the Association by 
Mr. J. Gooch and Mr. E. Lewis. 
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St. George coach Frank Arok passing his knowledge to St. George juniors 


Then came other highlights. 


e 1965 saw anew President, Mr. B. Gardner, 
and 14 clubs. We also fielded Under 7 
years teams for the first time. 


¢ 1967 was our best year ever. The Inter- 
District teams were running well and the 
senior club opened their new Clubhouse, 
known as “Soccer House”. 


©1969 was another good season with 
respect to numbers of teams and players, 
as well as committee members. Mr. D. 
Dollery was then Senior Vice-President and 
he became President in the following year. 


¢ 1971 was a very proud year for the 
Association. We increased in teams and 
had a good representation on the St. 
George Club Committee. In addition, we 
won four Metropolitan Championships 
and three State Championships. 


© 1971 saw the formation of a representative 
team, which proved to be the most suc- 
cessful in our history. This team, with a 
couple of changes, won every competition 
from 1971 to 1974.

During this period the team was coached 
by John Hedison and managed by Ken Der- 
rett. Both are now life members of the 
Association and John is also a Director of St. 
George-Budapest Ltd. and Secretary of the 
Association in this year 1981. 


In 1973, Ken Pitt became President of the 
Association with Dave Dollery becoming 
Senior Vice-President, a reversal of the posi- 
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tions these two fine men had held for the 
previous three years. 


In 1974 we celebrated the 50th year of the 
Association. At the end of the season, a 
Presentation Night was held which was a 
huge success. A special All-Age Competition 
was held to commemorate the 50 years and 
42 teams took part on a K.O. basis. Sans 
Souci won the prize which capped a 
wonderful year for this team which also won 
the All-Age local competition, the Amateur 
Cup and then the Champion of Champions. 


During 1975, 23 clubs affiliated represen- 
ting 305 teams and 3,360 players which was 
a record for the Association. For the first 
time the Under-6 years competition was 
conducted on a trial basis with only eight 
players a side and played on minifields with 
scaled-down goalposts. The competition 
was a first past the post and was considered 
a successful move and retained for coming 
seasons. It is now a non-competition series 
of games. 1975 also saw the formation of the 
St. George Referees’ Association as a 
separate body. 


In 1976 Bill Dobson took over the Presiden- 
cy and still holds the position today. Work 
on the Peakhurst Park project which had 
been in the doldrums was restarted and the 
light pole was erected. 


During 1977, a great deal of work was 
completed on the Peakhurst Park project 
and up to that point $30,000 had been spent 
on the development of the ground. The 
season saw a further expansion of the 
Association with a record number of teams 
— 338. 

In 1978 we had 34 clubs, 341 teams and 
5,400 players and it is interesting to note the 
comparison with 1968 when we had 17 
clubs, 207 teams and 2,485 players.

In 1979 the format of meetings was altered 
and an elected Executive Committee carried 
out all affairs of the Association in relation to 
the competition. The delegates forming the 
Management Committee only met fortnight- 
ly to review the decision of the Executive 
and to decide on financial matters. In all, 
there were 45 grades, 35 clubs and 5,303 
players. 1979 also saw the introduction of 
the All Age Premier League Competition. 


The 1980 season was one of great loss and 
great achievement. The loss of Sid Tanner 
was a great personal loss for both myself and 
for this Association. The 1980 season was 
also one of great achievement. The Under 
14 Youth League team carried all before 
them and in addition six club teams reached 
the finals of the Champion of Champions 
which, in itself, was a remarkable achieve- 
ment. 

The Peakhurst Park project reached finality 
in that year. With the assistance of a grant 
from the State Government, a dressing room 
complex was completed. A_ special 
ceremony combining the end of season 
presentations with the opening of the 
ground was held and Mrs. Tanner unveiled a 
plaque on the building in commemoration of 
her late husband.
